Kentucky Elects Ten 
Democratic Con- 
gressmen. 

Court of Appeals Dem- 
ocratic. 

New York Elects a Republican 
Governor. 



‘ The Kentucky Democrats scored 
a splendid victory in Tuesday’s 
election. The four Democratic 
nominees for Appellate Judge, 
Nunn. Settle, Barker and Paynter, 
were elected by handsome major- 
ities, and the Democrats elected ten 
of the eleven Congressmen and re- 
duced the majority of Representa- 
tive Boreing, in the Eleventh dis- 
trict. The results in the so-called 
doubtful districts were surprising 
to Democrats and Republicans 
.alike, Rliea winning in the Third 
by about i,ooo, and Kehoe in the 
Ninth by about 2,000. In the 
Second Appellate district, which 
was considered close, Judge Settle 
claims his majority will not fall be- 
low' 1,800. Judge Paynter has 
scored a "ecord-breaking majority 
ia the Sixth Appellate district, 259 
precincts out of 289, with the vote 
of Lewis county estimated, giving 
him a majority of 3,800. In Louis- 
ville, Barker and Sherley, show' up 
with large majorities, and the nor- 
mally Democratic districts the ma- 
jorities exceed those of previous 
years in every instance where there 
was anything like a fight by the 
Republican candidates.
